U.S. Sabre 
Jets Down 
Russian Make

An AciVance Air Base, Korea, 


Dec. 16 — (UP) — The world's 
fastest jet fighter plane — the U.S. 
F-86 Sabre — went into combat for 
the first time over Korea yester- 
day and shot a Soviet-made MIG- 
15 jet down in flames while trav- 
eling faster than sound. 


The F-86 which set a world's rec- 


ord of G70.981 miles per hour over 
Lake Muroc, Calif., Sept. 15, 1948, 
while fully armed, has been in Ko- 
rea since Friday.

Little Rock, Dec. 18 —(/P) — The 


Arkansas Supreme

Oil and gas commission is without 
authority to order unitization of en 
tire oil and gas fields for

unitized when various ownerships 
arc treated as a unit in the pro 
duction of oil and gas.
